Basketball,  idle  for  three  years  during  the  war  was  resumed  this  season.  Spirited  Winco  league 
competition  was  revived,  with  rivalry  at  a  new  peak.  Ellcnsburg  was  again  to  meet  her  traditional  rivals: 
Cheney,  Bellingham,  Pacific  Luthcrn  College  and  a  newcomer.  Seattle  College. 

The  outlook  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  was  slim.  Amid  rumots  that  the  other  colleges  were  to 
floor  strong  veteran  teams,  we  had  one  letterman,  "Tiny"  Jorgenson  and  two  promising  freshmen,  Milt 
Dahlman  and  Don  Pugh,  on  hand.  But  with  the  start  of  winter  quarter  prospects  looked  better,  when 
Untie  Sam"  released  several  of  our  own  Winco  veterans.  These  veterans  included:  L.  G.  Catmody. 
C  W.  C.  scoring  ate,  Joe  Pease,  lanky  center,  cool-headed  Mickey  Rogers,  Scrappy  Pappy  Miller,  and 
Ivan  Dorey.  smooth  ball  handler.  Other  veterans  strengthening  the  Wildcats  were  Morris  Stotsenbcrg.  Jim 
Vernon,  Bob  Thompson,  and  Dusty"  Maher.  With  this  host  of  experienced  material,  and  long  hard  scs 
sions  on  the  maple  court.  Coach  Leo  Nicholson  developed  a  promising  ball  club,  gradually  overlooking 
the  problems  of  conditioning  and  team  work. 

The  Wildcats  met  their  first  conference  competition  when  they  defeated  Seattle  College  on  a  local 
floor  61  to  45.  This  successful  start  was  over  shadowed  somewhat  when  they  dropped  the  second  game 
of  the  series  41  to  42.  Rallying  from  defeat  and  traveling  to  the  coast  they  won  both  games  of  the  P.  L.  C. 
senes  55  to  57  and  41  to  25.  With  only  one  day's  rest  the  Wildcats  met  the  Bellingham  Vikings  on  their 
home  floor,  winning  55  to  51.  but  losing  the  second  48  to  55.  The  Seattle  College  Chieftains  dropped 
their  next  two  games  to  the  Wildcats  47  to  26  and  58  to  55.  The  Wildcats  then  headed  for  Cheney  to 
meet  their  traditional  rivals.  With  fire  in  their  eyes  the  Wildcats  put  up  a  tough  battle,  but  dropped  both 
games  54  to  47  and  58  to  51.  Returning  from  Cheney  the  Wildcats  faced  Pacific  Lutheran  College,  this 
time  winning  54  to  46  and  50  to  51.  Determined  to  "cop"  the  then  disputed  second  place,  the  Vikings 
journeyed  to  Ellensburg  to  defeat  the  Wildcats  70  to  52  the  first  night  of  play.  With  a  die  hard  determi 
nation  the  Wildcats  came  back  the  second  night  and  rallied  to  a  52  to  46  victory,  splitting  the  series.  When 
Cheney  invaded  Ellcnsburg  for  the  final  game  of  the  season,  the  stage  was  set  for  a  story  book  finish. 
Cheney  was  determined  to  keep  its  undefeated  record  and  Use  Wildcats  were  determined  to  cop  "  undis¬ 
puted  second  place.  The  first  game  was  a  true  thriller,  with  the  wore  see  sawing  hack  and  forth  right  up 
to  the  last  seconds  of  play.  Cheney  finally  snagged  the  winning  basket  in  the  last  three  seconds  of  play  to 
win  47  to  50.  The  second  night  with  a  capacity  crowd  on  hand  the  Wildcats  turned  in  a  real  performance. 
The  true  spirit  of  peace  time  competition  had  returned.  The  Wildcats  rang  the  bell  and  won  the  last 
game  of  the  season  69  to  58,  giving  them  a  second  plate  tie  in  the  Winco  Circuit.
